(The following iarticla|, which ap- 
peiired recently in "The Corn Ex- 
chnngp," has been sent us by sevenil 
readers with the suggestion thnt it be 
re|iriiite(l wlien spnee wns ftviiilable. 
We believe it will prove of interest.) 

"The Main Line" has beeonie a stocial 
ile.'^iijnatioii for the life of those families 
who have lately, oT in the aneestral 
pa>t, iiiiived (lilt of Philadelphia in a 
wcstH ardly direction, and many of 
whos-e breadwinners eomnmte into th<' 
filv every week day; it embraees a 
hir);e population of tradesmen, food 
rai.'-ers and other accessory or resultant 
workers for the city business man. 

I'hilaiUdphia has always had a large 
^^ullurball population to the northward 
within its own political boundaries, and 
its main north anil .south street 
.-stretches for ten miles. In this dis- 
trict, Gcrniaiitown dates back to the 
KcvidiitiiiriHry battles, while Che.stnut 
Hill anil nllier well-known northern su- 
liurbs lun e lung been favorite jduces 
for counlry residences, but about fifty 
years ago a now migration began be- 
ymiil the western "City Line." 

rnfortunately for the city, this move- 
ment has taken many jiromineiit and 
hiljifiil citizens out of its civic life, 
and some day the city's bouriiljiries 
may e.\|i;iiid to <.;ather these wanderers, 
with their descendants and their de- 
pendents, back again into citizenshij), 
us ha.- been done in New York ami 
Chicafjo. These Philadelphia emigrants 
j.ay no taxes to the city where they 
earn their living, but when they travei 
!hey register from "Philadelphia. ' ' 
(>iich an expunsion, including a south- 
western and a northwestern territory, 
would make a city of about two million 
inhabitants. 

"The -Main Line" was not so desig- 
nated fifty years ago, as the Peiinsyl- 
\ania Kailroud only had one line then, 
and comparatively few city families 
li\ ed on it, even for the summer months. 
.•\t the "City Line" Station, the tracks 
crossed a small creek, and when later a 
culvert was built for it, the new- station 
was appropriately called Overbrook, 
This neighborhood is now the beginning 
of the social "Main Line," and offers 
a happy combination of the advantages 
of both city and country life — city 
utilities with trolley connections and 
open country just beyond.- Then comes 
Merlon with wider spaced dwellings 
and then the closely built-up village 
of Narberth with more moderate sized 
ones and the usual village stores. The 
next large town is Ardniore, with banks, 
stores and manufactorie.s on the south 
and fine country places on the north 
side. At Haverford, .iust beyond, it was 
once said one struck the "Gold Belt," 
but now streaks of gold (and .sonic of 
jiiU) radiate from the whole Main I<ino 
axis. Haverford College with its Quaker 
settlement, still .averages up in between 
the gayeties of the Merion Cricket 
club on one side and the Golf Club- 
house on the other side of it, ]t is 
the meat of the "Club Sandwich,' 
and it is well done. 

Another "high brow" center dwells 
at Bryn Mawr; within a few hundred 
yards north of the station, a thousand 
girls congregate in the large college 
buildings and five preparatoiy schools 
requiring a large instructing force. 

The various Main Lino communities 
we designated by the Railroad Sta- 
tions they use, but the settlements 
now all run into one another, so that 
there is no definite line between them. 

Beyond Bryn Mawr, there follows tho 
same succession of small villages with 
country places interspersed and spread- 
ing out for two or three iniles on each 
side of the railroad, Bosomqnt, Villa 
Nbvaj Radnor, Wayne, Savon and other 
well-known names fallow thirty irtiles 
but from the city, covering a beautiful 
rolling, country with high hilla and deep 
valleys, -of which city wealth has made

ban life, doubtless obtain aroiind other 
large cities, and the Main Line has 
no more than its share of the ex- 
treme and objectionable type of million- 
aire, hut the older Philadelphia subur 
banites to the northw-ard, have a way 
of alluding to the Main Line as if it 
has principally the "nouveau riche" 
characteristics. I'nfortunat^dy, the 

comparatively few of this kind are cul- 
tivated by the social editors and the 
reading public judge the whole by the 
few, so that the .Main Line seems to 
some to be largWy a land of dinners 
$nd dances, of hunts and horse .shows. 
The latn-r especially advertises the 
gay side, atlraetiii;; hundreds from all 
parts of the city who come to see, to 
be seen and to be thrilled with the ex- 
ploits of those who seem to enjoy risk- 
ing Ihi'ir bones to make a Main Line 
holiday. But a very large majority 
of the CDinmunity are very nuicli like 
the other ]dain American p<'ople who 
live the simple life, unknown to the 
social ciilunms. They use the trains 
and the tndleys, and hnve no liniiii- 
sines to block the city's narrow streets 
or to re(|iiirc a wide i'arkway for llic 
journey to and fro. Lincoln .said (iiid 
shows he likes that kind best, by mak- 
ing so many more of them. 

The most and best of the social juid- i 
ding is always in the middle, though 
the hard crust on top is more con.spicu- 
ous. and there is generally an nnattrac 
five s<'diniiiit at the biittnm. In aildi- 
tiiin to the thousands of daily com- 
nuitcrs to tlic city, tliei'e i^ also the 
l.ar^'e hnnie business conimunity of a 
high order uf iisefiilii(>ss, respect.'ibility 
and coiiti'iitment, and there are siOiiie 
large manufactories, tittractive stores 
and subsl.int iai banks. 

The president of one of the largest 
banks is ;i Main T.,iiie iiati\'i'. and is not 
ashamed to show his liuvs tlie ne.'irby 
gardener's cottage in which he was 
born. Why should he be f His neigh 
bors are proud of him and his |irogress; 
intelligence and integrity hiive gradu- 
ally aiUaneeil him to hi.< jireseiit posi- 
tion of trust, iind lie is only one of 
many who have made good at home 
without city influences. 

\ow as to the why of the Main Line 
progress. Better air to breathe and a 
craving for the open life, has appealed 
to many; ten miles out, the dwellers are 
four hundred feet in tho air above the 
the warm blanket that covers the city. 
Though in winter this condition makes 
ten degrees difference in the thermo- 
meter, the clear country cold is gen- 
erally more agreeable tha.n the wtimier 
city dampness. 

More of the district's d<»vcloi)ment 
has, however, resulted from the service 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad, .is-sisted 
by the Philadelphia an«i Western Trol- 
ley, %vhieh parallels it nearby. The 
latter has trains every ten minutes, and 
half of them are expresses, which takes 
ten minutes from J^outh Bryn Mawr to 
Sixtyninlh Street, and the Elevated 
takes about twenty minutes more to 
Broad Street. The Pennsylvania Rail- 
road trains for an hour or two in the 
morning in and in the afternoon out, 
run. On an average, every ten minutes, 
and many of them are cxpres.se.s, tak- 
ing only twy^nty minutes from Bryn 
Mawr to Broad Street, less timp than 
the city trolleys take from outlying 
West Philadelphia districts. Forty 
minutes a day is not too long to spend 
On the trains, as a man who wants so 
keep up with these history-making times 
should spend at least thnt much on the 
current journals. For that purpose he 
is furnished a comfortable seat in a 
steady restful vehicle, with a breezy 
window in summer and warmth (gen- 
erally too much) in winter. The poor, 
big rich man, however, has to roll 
and wobble and bounce to and fro in 
his limousine, so that he cannot read 
with comfort, biit no doubt has plenty 
to think about and time to read his 
newspaper elsewhere. 

Of course the city man when he first 
moves out misses the city's night life 
The gay boys miss the gayeties and tho 
highbrows miss the intellectual treats 
that obtain in a large city, aad it 
must be a very attractive evening en- 
tertainment to induce the average man 
of mature years, to make a second trip 
cityward; the country's advantages are, 
however, sufficiently compensating. The 
ideal life is a summer country house 
and a winter' city one, but compara- 
tively few can afford this, and for en 
alMhe-year house, the country one is 
certainly far preferable,, especially wbea 
Children are involved. The country is 
certainly the life for them,, even in 
winter. 

, "The apartment life, which is gradu-, 
ally reaching put along the Main Line, 
ia . an easy, one and fine ■■ for grown-ups, 
buf it 18 nolife for small children or 
dogs. T^be apartment, mftnagers are 
railed at when they rule; out these two 
objects, ef Care and affection, but they

Suburban life is the ideal 
life, and the Main Line ia an ideal 
suburb. 

Last, but not least, there is another 
c,in«ideration — a novel situation pecu- 
liar to the Mnin Line. I refer to the 
development of conimunity co-operation; 
vhe welding of these communities in 
a central interests of the M«in Line 
as a whole. And this splendid con- 
structive idea has been rendered en- 
tirely feasible by such leaders jis Ed- 
ward Bok, Alba Johnson, He Witt Cuy- 
ler and others.
